The  colors  are  true  and  uni¬ 
form;  the  flowers  are  of  the  Camellia  type,  and  very 
large. 

CRISPA 

A  type  producing  large,  profusely  frilled  and  ruffled 
flowers,  of  the  single  type.  Many  firms  are  recommend¬ 
ing  this  Begonia  for  bedding  purposes  rather  than  the 
ordinary  single. 

CRISTATA 

A  single  type,  slightly  frilled,  a  coxcomb-like  tuft 
or  crest  is  borne  on  each  petal.

Specimens 
sometimes  measure  ten  inches  across.
